The Condition of Paris. 

The municipal authorities of Paris 
busily at work repairing the devastations 
caused by the vandals of the Commune, 
and are straining every nerve to remove 
all traces of the recent horrible and dis- 
graceful struggles. But, immense as the 
amount is at which the injury inflicted to 
the city has been estimated, it falls never- 
theless far below the reality. The city had 
authorized an extra credit of four hundred 
millions of francs to repair in some meas- 
ure.the damage, and it was believed that 
this sum would suffice for the most urgent 
and necessary repairs; but, according to 
a recent cable dispatch, this enormous 
credit is found to be entirely inadequate to 
the demands. This estimate includes by 
no means any of the destroyed monuments 
or palaces, but is required solely for the 
restoration of the most necessary public 
buildings and the repairs of the public 
thoroughfares and bridges. There is 
hardly a street in Paris which does not 
need repaving, for the erection of barri- 
cades, the transport of heavy artillery, the 
devastations caused by the many shells and 
iron missiles and the falling of destroyed 
buildings, have caused such havoc that a 
person might have imagined all this destruc- 
tion to have been caused by the shocks of an 
earthquake. Besides this, nearly all the 
many bridges of the Seine have to be re- 
built, the railroad tracks relaid, the depots 
restored, while the repairs in the splendid 
network of sewers will cost many millions. 
Not a sou of this will besides go to cover 
the injury sustained by private individuals 
whose property was destroyed during the 
struggle, and a correct estimate of whose 
losses would be very difficult. The Paris- 
ians have suffered indeed severely for the 
culpable indifference they showed at the 
beginning of the Communist insurrec- 
tion.

Dr. Geo. V. Lewman, the Coroser of Clark 
county, Ind., yesterday afternoon held an in- 
quest on the remains of the deceased, and the 
jury returned a verdict in accordance with the 
above facts. Mr. Carr was a widower, probably 
about forty-five years of age. He lost his wife 
in Jeffersonville over a year ago. The deceasod 
was formerly from Cleveland, Ohio, which place 
be left for Jeffersonville about two 
years ago. He leaves no children, but 
had an adepted daughter whom he semé-teher 
parents in New York State about a year? A 
brother of Mr. Carr resides in Perry county, 
Ohio, anda sister in Wells county, Ind. The 
old adage that misfortunes come not alone has 
been fulfilled in the case of the Ohio Falls Car 
Works during the past week, for within that time 
two men have had their umbs broken, two have 
saffered severe injuries on the hands, and yes- 
terday the fatal accident to Mr. Carr, added one
